. As reportéd! briedy' im yesterday's 
China Mail, three Chinese Ip SuiFing, 
Ng Wai and Cheun Sing, members of 
& gang of armed robbers who attack- 


_ .@d'a money charger's shop at No. 40. 


Des. Voeux Road West, on November 
26, stealing $5,700' in notes, wer 
charged before Mr. J. R. Wood 
“at the Magistracy yesterday after- 
noon. There are no less than eight 
charges against the accused: persons,, 
namely, (1) Armed robbery. and 
theft of $5,700; (2) Killing Pc. 
C605. Ling Pia; (3) Killing Low 
"Cho; (4) Killing Wo Cheuk; (5): 
Shooting at Pic. BS2, Khear Din 
* with intent to murder; (6) Shooting 
at Pre. CdS, Lai Kang Yau, with 
intent to murder; (7) Shooting at 
L’S. Alts, Alexander Chirk, with 
intent to murder; and: (8) Shooting 
at, and wounding Pic. C43, Lai 
sKang Yau. 

The Assistant Crown Solicitor, Mr. 
Leo. Lorginotto, prosecuted, ; 

When asked to plead after the 
charges had been read’ and' translated! 
to them, the prisoners denied all 
eight charges, which they said they 
understood perfectly. ‘Throughout 
the hearing the. prisoners, one of 

“whom was. given a seat in the dock 
as. he has not recovered: from the 
wounds, appeared to be indifferent 
tothe gravity of the charges, prefer 
redi against them. They were talk 
ing and laughing and generally-non- 
chalant in. their behaviour. 

Mr. Longinotto in opening the 
case for the Crown, stated that on 
November 26., in the alternoon, four 
men—the Crown suggested’ ‘that 
prisoners were three of them—went 
into a money-changer’s shop at 40, 
Des Voux Road West. One half of 
the shop was used as a money. 
changer’s establishment and the other 
half as. a‘pork-butcher’s stall, The 
men entered the premises, pointed 

. revolvers. at the inmates, and! terri- 
fied everybody. The master and. two 
of the fokis rushed out of the sHop 


and, it is stated, raised’ an alarm,|! 


though the actual alarm, which 
brought the Police, was. given by a 
Tan in the pork stall. The robbers 
ransacked the place and stale $5,700. 


As the robbers. were leaving the shop, 
an: Indian constable confronted them. 


The Incian constable 82, Khear 
. Din, .behaved in a commendable 
manner, for, as soon ag he met.the 
robbers, he opened fire on. them. 
The fire was returned.. The robbers 
then ran, followed by the Indian con- 
stible for a considerable distance till 
they entered a motor-car and cleared 
off. ws 
Mr. Wood wished to know if the 
robbers’ were identified, . 
. Mr, Longinotto replied that the 
three prisoners were identified beyond 
doubt, and proceeded with his state- 
ment. After the men had got into. 
the motor-car, sald the Assistant 
Crown - Solicitor, information ‘was 
sent to Inspector Macdonald, -zho 
turned out with every available 
‘policeman The robbers, who had: 
‘been. lost sight of for a time,-were 
eventually traced to a tea-house at 
No, 22, Catchick Street, by the 
Chief Chinese detective who went 
to the place accompanied by Ser. 
~geart Clark and some Chinese. The 
detective went upstairs with two or 
three men and told Sergeant Clark 
to watch below, The detective went 
_ on to the first floor and there saw 


three mem seated at. a table. Hel. 


immediately told them: that ke had 
come to search for anms and a 
Struggle ensued, After considerable 
trouble, one of the trio was arrested, 

. The other two men crawled'on their 
hands and knees to the door and 
then made for the staircase with the 
intention of escaping.

Continuing, Mr. Longinotto said: 
that no shots were fired in the tea- 
room, When the two men escaped, 
they were met by Sergeant Clark 
‘and- a stand-up fight took place. 
Sergeant Clark firtd at one. of the 
men, the bullet entering a part of the 

» body, and then tue Sergeant struck 
“Yhe same man in the head with the 
butt-end of his revolversin an en 
deavour to render the man uncon: 
scious. In doing so, the Sergeant 
dropped his revelver and was shot at 
by the second man who was running 
away. The Sergeant then took 
cover,, At this. stage Detective Ser- 
Reant Field arrived on the scene and 
took up the chase. He managed to 
shoot third prisoner in the Jeg and 
when the latter fell down.a Chinese 
detective arrested him. .The second 
’. prisoner ran into a timber yard. where 
he took shejter and several shots 
wwere exchanged between him and 
the Police’ This ct nt'nued for some 
time till the mar, considering it 
useless tu evade errest, came out of 
his shelter and’ gave himeelf'up. to 
Sergeant Hodge and some Chinese 
constables, Tho whole affair was a 
sort of a'running fight between the 
Police and the robbers. ~ :
